Englishmen of High Standing Raport 
Mature of Battle Appoaflag 
In the Clouds. 

An extraordinary story of a "mi- 
rage" of a naval engagwaaat eomea 

from Cowley, nenr Oxford, F.rgland. 
Jt has been related to a local jour- 
rnlist by the Very Rev. Alexius Cal- 
derbank, rector of the Franciscan 
college at that i)Iace, and ia con- 
firmed by two Dutch students at the 
(ollege. The "mirage," according 
to the report, was first seen by Mr. I 
("alilerbank. It lasted alwut twenty 
minutes. Beyond the phantom shore, 
nt nn apparent distance of many 
miles, was a ship enveloped in smoke. 
Around thia shi^ smaller boata were 
encircling, some with two funnels, 
otliers with three funnels. Viewed 
through binoculars the masts couhl 
he seen quite dearly. Later on the 
shifis aj'iuarcd like specks upon tlie 
horizon. J'liiallv, just jiefore the mi- 
rage disappeared, two boats left the 
principal ship, which had broken 
into flames. In reply to criticisms 
of the statement Mr. Calderbank in- 
fii-fs that lie and bis students were 
not misled by a combination of 
clouds. The coast line remained sta- 
tionnrv, whilst the ships changed 
their positions. The mirage did not 
provide an inverted picture. Every 
detail wu in its natiual position. 

DIES WITH SCREW HOLES. 



In hardening dies and punches in 
holes it ia common practice to plug 

holes with asbeatoa, of the wick or 
granulated form, to prevent injury 
to the screw threads or enlargement 

of the dowel holes by scaling. When 
this is done trouble is often experi- 
enced in cleaning out the holes, as 
the asbestos sometimes becomes 
baked on. To avoid this the asbestos 
should he mixed with graj'hitu iiiid 
oil, as holes plugged with this mix- 
ture can he readily cleaned and will 
be found entirely free from scale 
and the like. — Scientific American.

Berlin aayii: 

Some of Berlin's night a-^usement 
places are closed, ao many young 
man ara not on tha straats as usual, 
and in tha poorer sections of the city 

a few of the smaller shops aroclosed. 
A few other things betray to one 
who knows Ms Btriin that a great 
war is la prograss, bnt it ia doubt- 
ful whether any one who knows the 
city loss well would notice that the 
Berlin of today is not the Berlin of 
July. FHadarislHlrasM and Untar 
den Linden are filled nightly with the 
same amuaement-aeeking throng. 
Many ilu atros again present their 
usual offerings and conoart bails ara, 
crowded. 

Another indication of the return 
of comparatively normal conditions 
is the fact that people are beginning 
to talk and think of othar things be- 
sidea war and in a msasura to re- 
sume their ordinary routine of life. 

Prices of foodstuffs are little high- 
er than uadar normal conditions. 
Flour haa goaa ap markedly, but the 
agrarians declare thia largely due to 
postponement of autumn threshing. 

Conditions on the whole are im- 
proving. In some lines busi- 
ness is plainly becoming better. The 
street car, omnibus, train and under- 
ground railway service has been 
greatly improved and many lines are 
running early on psasa ttaw sched- 
ules. The street cleaning sarvioe haa 
not been affected. 

The people of the city are supreme- 
ly confident of the victory of the 
German arms. Moat of them expect 
the war will soon be over, but, nev- 
ertheless, are prepared for a long 
conflict, while not expecting it. 
The same scanea of enthusiasm that 
marked tha initial 'departure of the 
t roopa are repaatsd aash tfana a troop 
train leaves. 

Trainloada of prisoners, chiefly 
French, have proved as great a mag- 
net in the last few days. There are 
no expressions of animosity. These 
are reserved for the British. 

A Coasidarabia nnmbar of the per- 
manent American colony have thus 
far elected to remain here. Those 
who remain believe Berlin is the 
safest place on the continent.

At an adjourned meeting of the 
Council held Tuesday night, the or- 
dinance providinK for a vote on a 
bond issue of $100,000, given iU firs^ 
passage laat weak, waa defeated on 
its second passage by J to 3.

Trustees W. A. Long and T. L. 
Metcalfe, of the School Board, sup- 
ported the bond issue and E. W. 
Glass made a strong plea |or thecol« 
ored people. 

Dr. T. W. Rlakey opposed the sug- 
gestion made that the Clay Street 
School be set aside for a colored 
school and asaaraneaa were given by 
a majority of the trustees that this 
would not be done.
